Toledo, Dec. 18.—The defense In the 
rial of Harvey Hazel, charged with 
killing his mother, practically com- 
'doted its case Thursday evening. Supt. 
Van Cleave of 
the - Toledo 
public 
schools was the last witness on the 
d and. 
Questioned on the subject of 
idolescence, upon which the defense 
bases its plea of insanity, Prof. Van 
Cleave said the age of 17 is the most 
critical for a boy. 
The attorneys for 
Hazel were not allowed to read the 
hypothetical question, the state ob­ 
jecting that the superintendent has 
uot qualified as an expert. 
That the death of Mrs. Hazel can 
be attributed to the overindulgence of 
her son was the view of Dr. Park L. 
Meyers, an alienist, one of the ex­ 
perts called by the defense. Dr. Mey- 
ers and Dr. John S. Pyle, another wit- 
uess for the defense, testified that 
young Hazel has the mind of a child, 
;s uncontrollable and is actuated by 
insane impulses. 
They say that the 
boy now shows no trace of any mental 
disease, but was evidently unsound at 
the time Mrs. Hazel was killed, Jan 
uary 11, this year.

Columbus, O , Dec. 18—There prom­ 
ises to be a splcv contest for speaker 
pro tem of the Ohio house when that 
body organizes. 
George E. Reed of 
Wood county has just announced that 
he will be a candidate against Edgar 
Ervin of Meigs, who started into the 
race some time ago. Both have many 
friends and both are in the fight to 
win. 
Reed lives in Prairie Depot and 
Ervin in Pomeroy. 
Both are lawyers. 
For clerk of the house the fight will 
be hot between Carl Shuler of Mont­ 
gomery county and John Maynard, an 
attache of the secretary of state’s of­ 
fice. Frank Cook, former clerk at the 
penitentiary, is not making an active 
fight. Shuler declares he has 18 votes 
that will be with him through thick 
and thin. 
Maynard thus far has been 
siightlv in the lead, but the contest is 
interesting. 
The speakership of the house will 
go to Granville \V. Mooney of Ashta­ 
bula if he wants it 
In fact, so far he 
has no rivals except Judge Devere of 
Scioto, but. so far Judge Devere has 
failed to make an effective fight. 
Repeal of the Paine bill, providing 
for the federal system of city govern­ 
ment, is favored by many members of 
the new- legislature, and politicians 
predict that a bill providing for repeal 
will be passed. 
The chief ground of 
objection to the bill is its sweeping 
provisions by which all departments 
of the city government except the 
heads are placed under civil service. 
The effect of this would be to destroy 
party organizations in the cities.
